COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Applicant thanks the Examiner for the Statement of Reasons for Allowance but finds it 
necessary to comment on that Statement because it is incorrect and misleading. The application 
contains independent product claims 1 and 17 and an independent method claim, claim 19. 
Specifically with respect to claim 19, the Statement does not accurately reflect the record or the 
scope of claim 19. Claim does not require a control circuit. The Examiner's Statement was that 
inclusion of the control circuit was at least part of the "primary reason for allowance." 
Accordingly, as Applicant perceives the record, the record contains no Statement of a Reason for 
Allowance of claim 19. It should be understood that Applicant and the Examiner do not intend 
the Examiner's Statement to suggest in any way that claim 19 should be construed to require a 
control circuit as recited in the Examiner's Statement.
